Modern Roads Are 
Difficult Problem 


BOCA RATON — Speaking be- 
fore a group of business and pro- 
fessional leaders, Pyke Johnson, 
president of the American Safety 
Foundation, termed road moderni- 
zation the most difficult problem 
confronting highway transporta- 
tion -in America today. 

He pointed out that during the 
next decade about half of our ex- 
isting main -roads will wear out; 
many of them are already obso- 
lete. 

Traffic, he explained, concen- 
trates on a relatively small mile- 
age of highways; 86 per cent of 
rural travel for example, occurs 
on less than a fourth of our road 
mileage. 

That is why we should establish 
a long term over-all road building 
program designed to insure con- 
struction of permanent main art- 
eries on a statewide basis.
